those few farm ers who have some on 
hand apparently holding out for even

prices.

95 Cents In July 
W heat has been advancing steadily 
since July, when it bottomed at 95 
cents a bushel, one of the lowest quo­ 
tations in recent years. 
An unusually 
heavy demand for export, coupled with 
a cor re spo nd i ugly poor Wop both in 
the United States and Canada, are 
reasons assigned by local warehouse- 
n en for the sudden upward move­ 
ment in the wheat m arket. 
Rumors in Chicago Wednesday that 
great fortunes had been made w ith 
the upward swing of the market were 
emphatically denied on every side by 
commissionmcn. 
“These rumors are 
pure fiction,’’ one commissionman and 
wheat m arket expert declared, adding, 
“ there Is not a single bit of specula­ 
tion or fictitious value in the present 
price of the grain.” 
World Shortage Responsible 
“ These rumors are pure fiction,” he 
*aid. 
“ The truth is simply that there 
has l**en for some time a world sh o rt­ 
age of wheat, and this shortage will 
continue indefinitely, m any authori­ 
ties believe. 
Countries which are o r­ 
dinarily 
great producers 
of wheat, 
even countries th a t ordinarily export 
it, this year have to look elsewhere 
for grain. 
“Rumania, Russia, Bulgaria, Turkey,

Number Issued Is 1120 Short of 
1921 With Only Two More 
Days Remaining. 


With only two days remaining be­ 
fore the expiration of the extension of 
the fifteen-day period in which owners i 
of dogs in 
G ettysburg and 
Adams 
county may secure licenses for their 
•animals before prosecution follows, 
the number of 1925 dog licenses issued 
is still approxim ately 1420 behind last 
year, according to figures made pub­ 
lic at the office of County Treasurer 
H a rry J. Troxell, this morning. 
D uring 1924, a total of 4,290 dog 
licenses were issued, the largest num ­ 
ber ever taken out in Adams county, 
while up to this m orning only 2,870 of 
the 1925 tags had been issued. 
The 1924 *tags were to have been 
good only until Ja n u a ry 15, but at 
th a t time, with approxim ately 2.000 
delinquent dog owners still to be heard 
from, the tim e limit on last year's 
tag was extended to February I.

slayer of Trooper Francis L. Ilaley, 
was begun in court here this morning 


a t 11:40 o’clock when Sergeant Joseph 
Merrifield, in charge of the sub-sta­ 
tion of state 
police, 
Chambersburg, 
and immediate superior of the slain 
police officer, took the stand, the first 
witness for the commonwealth, before 
Judge I). P. McPherson. 
A moment before District A ttorney 
John I*. Butt outlined in 
brief the 
sta te ’s case against th e accused m an, 
citing the robbery of the Abbottstown 
S tate Bank, his dash for liberty, his 
adm itted killing of Trooper Haley, the 
burning of his touring car, and his 
surrender to Reading police ^officials. 
Prosecutor B utt declared th a t the 
state would prove the above facts, and 
cited the robbery of the hank, a sep­ 
arate felony, fo r which H artm an has 
not been indicted. 
A ttorney George Benner, represent­ 
ing the defendant, entered an objec­ 
tion to the s ta te ’s reference to the 
robbery of the bank, declaring th a t it 
was irrelevant to the case. 
President 
Donald P. Mel herson 
overrules! the 
objection, declaring th a t it 
was 
so 
used to indicate the attitude of mind 
of H artm an the 
afternoon 
of 
the 
shooting. 
Blaine W alter Chosen 
Sixteen prospective jurors, of the 
third special panel of 20 ordered by 
the court W ednesday afternoon, had 
been examined before the panel of 
twelve men, who will sit in judgm ent 
in the case, was completed. 
Blaine W alter, Biglerville, a form er 
state trooper, but now a resident of 
Biglerville, 
w as 
the 
tw elfth 
man 
chosen. 
He w as called to the stand at 
11:20 o’clock this morning and at 11:25 
was sitting in th e jury box, a sworn 
juror, accepted by defense and pros­ 
ecution. 
W alter was the 149th man 
examined for ju ry service. 
All during the 
morning 
session, 
both sides sought in vain to till the 
twelfth chair in the jury panel. 
O r 
several occasions, it was believed th a t 
the attorneys had fixed upon a man, 
but after considerable interrogations 
and consultations between Mr. Bon­ 
ner and H artm an ’s brother for th e 
defense, and Prosecutors Butt, Swope 
and Sergeant Dahlstrom, a challenge 
would be issued and another prospec­ 
tive juror would be called. 
W alter declared that he had formed 
an opinion, but th at he could render 
a fair and im partial verdict. 
It was 
the defense’s privilege and A ttorney 
Benner 
exclaimed. 
“ No 
challenge." 
attorneys Swope arni Butt conversed 
for a minute and Mr. Swope turned 
to the court and said: “ No challenge." 
This concluded more than 
2-5 hours 
examination of jurors. 
It was a tense moment in the pack­ 
ed court room. 
All during th e th ree 
days’ deliberation, spectators filled the 
old court room, eager to see the panel 
filled and the actual taking of the 
testimony. 
Court attaches, as well as officials 
in the case, with the spectators, were 
beginning to show signs of uneasiness, 
and prospects w ere not Very bright 
for the securing of the tw elfth man. 
It was believed that the third special 
panel would be exhausted and th a t tho 
court would he compelled to issue a n ­ 
other order, which would extend the 
ease for another day. 
First W itness Called 
H artm an, who displayed no visible 
signs of emotion during the prelim i­ 
nary proceedings, seemed to be re ­ 
lieved when W alter w as accepted as 
the tw elfth man. 
He appeared more 
a t e a s e and was apparently eager to 
have the case get under way in its 
actuality. 
When Prosecutor Butt began 
the 
sta te ’s statem ent to tho jury, H artm an 
sank back into his chair, assum ing his 
form er composure. 
When 
A ttorney 
Butt reached the point in his s ta te ­ 
ment, referring to the shooting of 
Trooper Haley. H artm an 
hung 
his 
head and blood rushed to his face. 
A 
weird silence sw ept the court room; 
court attaches leaned forward; some 
of the jurors rose from their slumped 
positions in th e ir chairs. 
A few feet 
shuffled. 
Mr. Butt then declared th a t 
th e state charged H artm an with first 
degree m urder, and the tension re ­ 
laxed. 
Mr. Swope, for the state, then called 
Sergeant 
Merrifield. 
A fter a 
few 
questions as to his position, rank in 
the police force and years of service, 
Mr. Swope asked Sergeant Merrifield 
to relate in detail the happenings ot

Sergeant Merrifield testified th a t he 
sent Private HaJey out on the case 
afte r he had received a telephone call 
from G ettysburg that the A bbotts­ 
town State bank had been robbed, a 
half hour after Sergeant 
Merrifield 
said he received a ’phone call from 
Gracffenburg Inn. 
The witness said 
he went to the inn and found the body 
of Trooper Haley with a bullet hole in 
the breast. 
He explained the location 
of the body relative to the Adams- 
Franklin line. 
Sergeant Merrifield 
said he then put in several ’phone calls 
to 
different places from the 
inn. 
Haley answered the ’phone call from 
G ettysburg said the witness. 
There 
was no cross examination. 
Dr. 
S.

Shull, 
Cham bersburg 
physician and county coroner, was call­ 
ed next by the state. 
Dr. Shull testi­ 
fied that he w as called to Graeffen- 
burg Inn and upon arrival there found 
h state officer’s body on the road, “ I 
saw that he had been shot— a bullet 
hole through a glove— his rig ht hand 
and rig ht breast." said the witness. 
“It was between 3:30 and 4 o ’clock,” 
said the witness.

The bullet was lodged 
in the fifth rib. 
The rill was frac­ 
tured,” said the witness. 
The 
w itness 
then 
described 
the 
physical condition of the Maili officer, 
declaring he w as in 
good 
physical 
condition. 
The cause of death was given as 
from a gun-shot wound, which caused 
a violent hem orrhage, the witness tes­ 
tified. 
The bullet, extracted from the 
officers’s body, was then exhibited by 
the coroner. 
It was offered as s ta te ’s 
exhibit No. I. 
Dr. Shull then showed 
tho bullet to the jurors. 
Prosecutor Swope then offered the 
blouse or coat of Trooper Haley, 
it 
was the sta te’s second exhibit. 
Dr. Shull carefully examined the 
coat. 
The witness said it looked like 
the coat the officer was wearing. 
The 
coat was then shown to the jurors, by 
the witness, indicating the hole in the 
breast made by the bullet.

ington. 
He said that in 1900, the corona, 
although more extensive, was tinted, 
the color being somewhat like that 
noticed u ith lite aurora borealis# vary­ 
ing between a pink and a blue, while 
the corona last Saturday was not near­ 
ly so extensive, but perfectly white. 
There is no way. he said, of explain­ 
ing this difference in the color and 
extensiveness of the corona, although 
he stated that 
weather 
conditions 
might have been partly responsible. 
The eclipse in 1900 was viewed in 
May, in comparatively warm weather, 
while the eclipse last Saturday was 
viewed on one of the coldest days of 
the year, he declared.

Angelus.—The 
tale of the 
disillusionment of an expedition of 20 
Americans, mostly young men from 
southern California, who left here last 
May to seek romance and adventure 
in secluded by-ways of the Orient, 
was told .by the last of the party, who 
recently returned home here. 
They, 
as had the rest of the group, made the 
return trip by a devious route, doing 
menial tasks aboard steamers after 
having been stranded for months at 
Singapore, where their romantic com­ 
plexes were shaken by fever and pri­ 
vation. 
The returning adventurers offered a 
strange contrast to the debonair party 
which set sail on the President Van 
Buren with the intention>of obtaining 
motion-pictures among the queer folk 
and animals in the wilds of the Orient. 
An “ape-man” was to be filmed for the 
benefit and enlightenment of American 
audiences. 
The itinerary included a 
side trip to the Isle of Bale, where a 
few choice scenes were to be taken of 
the inhabitants offering 1,000 babes to 
their gods on an altar of fire. These 
pictures were to be sold on the expe­ 
dition’s retune 
The party was headed by Carl P. 
Winther, and associated with him was 
William Bals, who professed to have 
ha<l experience in the Orient. 
The 
form ers wife and little daughter, a 
child of IO, were with the party and 
shared its hardships. 
The voyage to Manila passed with­ 
out incident, but at Singapore their 
troubles began. 
Money sent by I/>s 
Angeles backers arrived late, and the 
travelers were without funds. 
When 
it did arrive dissentions started. Then 
the backers backed down and out. and 


a local hotel turned the Americans 
into tho street. 
The American consul helped as 
much as he could, and arranged for 
living quarters in an unused school. 
But the condition of the adventurers 
steadily became worse. 
.Several were 
attacked by fever. 
Heroic methods were used to raise 
funds, but there were no odd jobs in 
Singapore for Americans or Euro­ 
peans. 
W. E. Boerg, of Peoria, 111., 
secretary of the expedition, who had 
been something of an amateur boxer, 
had an idea that he might earn a few 
dollars by fighting in one of the fre­ 
quent cards at the athletic club in the 
European colony. 
• 
Boerg obtained a match with Harry 
Smythe, a Chinese boxer notwith­ 
standing his English name, but on the 
day of the fight came down with fever. 
He insisted, however, on climbing into 
the ring and lasted four rounds, which 
enrichened the expedition’s coffers by 
$40 in Mexican money. 
A few months ago the exodus from 
Singapore began, every man for him­ 
self, and they filtered into Los An­ 
geles and home singly, or in twos and 
threes. 
All are now safely hack in 
the United States except Winther and 
Bals, who remained in Singapore.
